ternatlo nal conference on bitum in­ 
ous coal at the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology . 
He is the y outhful 
ap p earing German 
chemist 
who 
has converted wood waste into an 
animal fodder. 
It

selling 
in 
comp etition In O erm anv with na­ 
tural fodder. 
He also has told the 
conference how wood is turned into 
real coal. 
Dr. Bergiqs said th a t the hum an 
food p roduct that can be made from 
wood is a white substance th at may 
be described as between starch and 
sugar. 
It is not sweet. He termed 
it a p ure, flavorless p roduct rich 
in edible carbohy drates and said it 
can be turned into normal glucose. 
"It may be made,” he said, "from

It is this price of stocks which raises the 
greatest d oubt of a smooth path ahead in the min d s 
of the most far-sighted fin an ciers.

The sheriff of Dod ge eourity an d three Frem on t 
policemen are said to have been bad ly beaten while 
attem ptin g to arrest four men at a Frem on t d an ce 
hall last Saturd ay n ight. 
Followin g the affair, n ews 
reports say the Frem on t chief of police issued an o r­ 
d er to his men to “Use y our gats when d ealin g with 
person s resistin g arrest.” 
It is to be hoped th at the Frem on t official has 
been in correctly quoted , for such an ord er would m ean 
that policemen were d irected to shoot d own such per­ 
son s as resisted them in an attem pt to make an a r­ 
rest. 
Clearly such a course wouia be without w ar­ 
ran t in law, for an officer has n o right whatever to 
take the life of an other un less his own is in Jeopard y . 
If the chief actually said what he is quoted as say ­ 
in g, his subord in ates exhibited much better Jud gmen t 
than he has shown himself to possess. 
A policeman , an y peace officer, when he accepts 
such employ men t, assumes the hazard s of such oc­ 
cupation an d must expect at times to fin d himself 
in some rather rough places an d tough situation s. It 
can n ot be expected th a t all those whom he un d er­ 
takes to arrest will subm it d ocilely . B ut the fact th a t 
he receives a crack on the n ose is n o Justification for 
him slay in g the fractious in d ivid ual who ad m in isters 
the Jolt. 
His Job is to guard property an d person s 
an d to apprehen d violators of the law. He is n either 
Jud ge n or execution er an d he is 
Justified in usin g 
on ly such force ah is actually n ecessary in makin g an 
arrest. The fact th a t the Frem on t arrests were mad e 
without killin g an y of the bifen d ers shows th a t kill­ 
in g was n ot n ecessary . 
The fact of the m atter is th a t the takin g of life 
un d er such circumstan ces would have subjected the 
on e who d id the slay in g to charges of coward ice an d 
lack of fitn ess for the position which he occupied . It 
would furtherm ore have led people to believe th a t the 
En glish sy stem of n ot perm ittin g policemen to carry 
firearm s Is preferable to the on e which prevails in the 
Un ited States.

requests Governor Young of Cali­ 
fornia to release Mooney "and all

workers 
unjustly

prisons of California" and directs 
the sending cf similar requests to 
ether governors In wheee states 
"workers are unjustly held In pris­ 
ons because of their efforts in be­ 
half of the working class.*’ 
The resolution was introduced by 
Albert ML Anderson of the Paving 
Cutters’ union and was repented to 
the resolutions committee 
More favorable immigration legis­ 
lation would be advocated in a 
resolution of Harry’ W. Fox of the 
Wyoming State Federation of La­ 
bor 
which directs the executive J 
council to “support any and all 
measures that will further restrict, 


rights without great 
provocation.
